OFFICIALS AS SHIELDS. 


Fugitives Threaten to Shoot a 
Captive for Each One of 
Their Number Lost 
in Pursuit. 


Folsom, Cal., July 27.—[Special.]—Thirteen 
convicts from the penitentiary here fought a 
desperate battle this morning with the prison 
officials, and after killing one man and 
wounding two others escaped. 

They started away from here with Overseer 
McDonough and a number of others as host- 
ages and headed toward Bald mountain. 

The latest reports tonight are that a fight 
between the convicts and a posse has taken 
place near Pilot Hill in which Fred Howard 
was killed and A. Scabio wounded. Both, 
are convicfs. 

The convicts are said to havescattered and 
are making for the surrounding woods. A 
company of militia from Placerville is en 
route to Pilot Hill and should‘now be on the 
immediate scene of the fight. 


Take Citizens and Raid Store. 


Before the fight took place the convicts, 
whe had picked up a number of citizens en 
route and compelled them to join their party, 
had plundered the general merchandise store 
at Pilot Hill, kept by 8. Diehl. — 

The convicts in making their escape this 
morning used several officials they had taken 
captive as shields to protect them from the 
fire of the gatling gun towers stationed all 
about the prison grounds. 

The fugitives threatened as they left that 
they would kill a hostage for every man of 
their number who was slain in efforts to re- 
capture them. Troops are still in pursuit.

There they seized 
Warden Wilkinson, his grandson, Harry 
Wilkinson, Capt. Murphy, and several other 
officers and guards desperate fight took 
place. 

Officers Fight Desperately. 

The convicts were armed with knives and 
razors, and with these they assaulted 
Warden Wilkinson and his officers. The 
warden's clothing was slashed into shreds 
with a razor, but the blade did not touch 
the flesh. Turnkey Cochrane fought the 
convicts with a chair, raining biows upon 
them right and left. Finally he was felled 
by a knife thrust in the back. Guard Cotter 
was cut in the abdomen, and he died this 
afternoon, while Palmers was severely cut 
in the head. The floor of the office was cov- 
ered with blood. 

The officers were outnumbered and soon 
were disarmed. Then using the officers as 
shields the convicts started for the armory 
post on the outskirts of the penitentiary 
grounds. They passed a gatling gumon one 
of the lls, but the guard&wwere afraid to 
fire on the convicts. When the armory was 
reached officers there attempted to inter- 
fere, but were overpowered. Then, after 
further arming themselves with rifles, 
knives, pistols, and ammunition, a dash for 
the country was made. 


Threaten Warden’s Life. 

The convicts, armed with rifles, marched 
one on either side of Warden Wilkin- 
son, who was threatened with death if he 
made an attempt to escape, and the officers 
were told that if any of the pursuers took 
the life of one of their number that they 
would retaliate, life for life. At Mormon 
bridge, about a mile from the penitentiary, 
the warden, his grandson, and Capt. Murphy 
were released and sent back. The others 
were marched along withthe convicts. 

The convicts went to a farmer's house, 
seized his four horse team and wagon, robbed 
the house of everything of value, took the 
farmer with them as a driver, and headed 
for Bald mountain. 

There are grave fears for the safety of 
Overseer McDonough, as he was extremely 
unpopular with the prisoners, and it is 
thought he will be the first victim if any 
murders are committed. 


Warden Tells of Fight. 

Warden Wilkinson was the first to return 
to the penitentiary. Capt. Murphy ap- 
peared afterward, minus part of his cloth- 
ing, and later young Wilkinson came in, 

Warden Wilkinson said: ‘‘ I went up to the 
prison, as is my custom, to see the convicts 
eat their breakfast. I stopped at the chp- 
tain’s office to wait for the prisoners to walk 
out from breakfast. We were sitting in the 
office when the line made its appearance. 
Suddenly seven or eight of the prisoners 
made a rush from the line with razors and 
knives drawn, and came directly for us. 

“The convicts got me and Murphy and 
five or wix other officers, whom they dis- 
armed. They kept us and proceeded to the 
yard and out of it by the front gate toward 
the armory post. The gatling guns on the 
his and along the prison walls could have 
been fired by the guards, but had they done 
so the officers, as well as the prisoners, 
would have been killed.

Charles Murphy, New York Labor

Promises to Stop Holdup of Employers 
by Union Officials. 


New York, Jiily 27.—[Special.]—The sensa- 
tional trial of Lawrence Murphy, formerly 
treasurer of the journeymen stonecutters’ 


day with a verdict of guilty of grand larceny 
in the first degree. A number of indictments 
for extortion will probably grow out of the 
revelations of corruption among the leading 
members of the union that caused his prose- 
cution for stealing $12,000 from the union. 

John ‘F. McIntyre made a plea to the jury 
in Murphy's behalf, urging that he be not 
made the scapegoat for a lot of blackmailing 
grafters."" This brought from Assistant 
District Attorney Nott the assurance that 
both District Attorney Jerome and District 
Attorney Clarke of Brooklyn are taking cog- 
nigance of the evidence of the dishonesty 
brought out in the trial and no guilty mem- 
ber of the union would be allowed to escape. 

Court’s Ruling Shortens Trial. . 

Murphy's trial was shortened on the rul- 
ings of Judge Newburger that, no matter 
where the money came from or from whom 
or how it was obtained, if Murphy took it as 
treasurer of the union and failed to account 
for it when called upon, he was guilty of 
grand larceny in the first degree. This en- 
tirely shattered the defense of McIntyre that 
the stolen money must be the money taken 
from its true owners, and the stonecutters’ 
union never was the true owner of this 
money. 

It was a bad day for Murphy, winding up, 
as it did, in his conviction, on which he may 
be sentenced to Sing Sing for ten years, but 
it was also a mighty bad day for the other 
grafters, a number of whom sat in the court- 
room and did considerable squirming. Inthe 
defense McIntyre called Col. Andrew D. 
Baird to the stand to tell of the $10,000 check

Tells of Giving Money to Call.

WAR ON CIGARET MEN 


Must Pay City License Fees or 
Quit the Business. 


POLICE ARE TOLD TO ACT 


Chief O'Neill Issues Orders for an Im- 
mediate Inquiry. 


The law now will take in its grip men who 
are selling cigarets in Chicago without pay- 
ing the $100 license fee. Thousands of keep- 
crs of smal! shops and cigar stands have been 
defying the ordinance and supplying youth- 
ful and older customers with the weed in 
paper wrappers without molestation. 

Exactly 413 places in the entire city are 
selling cigarets lawfully. 

Now all this is to be changed. Chief of Po- 
lice O’ Neill issued stringent orders yesterday, 
and by Aug. 1 the police license officers must 
report back on conditions. 


Result of ‘Tribune’ Exposure. 


The action of the chief was the result of the 
recent showing in THE TRIBUNE that while 
the council June 8 had passed a resolution 
calling for the enforcement of the cigaret 
license law, no attention had been paid to it. 
In fact, there are fewer licenses out now 
than at the time the order was passed. 

The chief's order to his inspectors. which 
was printed in the Police Bulletin last even- 
ing, refers to the council action, and says: 

“ You will instruct the officers detailed on 
licenses to give this matter their particular 
attention immediately and report in writing 
not later than Aug. 1 the number of places 
where cigarets are sold and also the number 
of cigaret licenses taken out up to that 
date.”’ 

Holds License Officers Accountable. 

“The council order seems to have been 
overlooked,”’ said Chief O'Neill, “but in 
view of thé number of things the police de- 
partment has to attend to of late it may be 
excused if it was a trifle dilatory in the mat- 
ter. From now on, however, the license 
officers will be held accountable for al! deal- 

ers In their districts who sei! cigarets with- 
out a license.” 
| How many people are selling cigarets in 
| Chicago without the legal authority can only 
be guessed at. The council in its order put 
‘the figure at “from 10,000 to 20,000." At 
4100 each the number of licenses which ought 
to be taken out would make a handsome ad- 
dition to the city’s income. ; 


CHICAGO WOMAN GETS RELEASE. 


Mrs. Mattie D. Rich, Convicted of Killing 
Her Husband, Granted Freedom 
from Mexican Prison. 4 


El Paso, Tex.. July 27.—{Special.}—Mrs. 
Mattie D. Rich, the Chicago woman who was 
sentenced in 1900 by Mexican courts to fit- 
teen years’ imprisonment in the penitentiary 
in Chihuahua for the murder of her husband, 
Jokn D. Rich, in Juarez on the night of April 
27. 1809, has been released. Her release was 
ordered on the ground of insufficiency of 
evidence. The case of Mrs. Rich was one of 
the most notable in the history of the courts 
of Chihuahua and Texas, as she took refuge 
on this side of the river after the death of her 
husband and was extradicted.

Committee Selects New Boat to 
Defend the Cup. 


CALLS OFF NEWPORT SERIES. 


Racing Ends to Prepare for the Con- 
test with Shamrock III. 


Newport, R. L, July 27.—{Special.]—The 
Reliance has been selected by the committee 
of the New York Yacht club on the cup chal- 
lenge to defend the America cup against 
Shamrock III. 

As soon as the tria)] race today was finished 
a meeting of the committee was held on board 
ex-Commodore Lewis Cass Ledyard’s steam- 
er Rambler, and when it adjourned Secretary 
George Cormack announced there would be 
no more trial races, as the Reliance, having 
shown itself to be the best boat, had been 
selected to defend the cup. 


One Race Conclusive. 


The race today was regarded by the com- 
mittee as conclusive. The excellent test of 
the yachts in this race, together with the 
races that had been sailed throughout the 
season, have shown conclusively that in all 
sorts of weather the Reliance can beat the 
Constitution and the Columbia. 

It was originally intended to sail three 
trials, and between trial races a New- 
port series was to have been sailed. Early 
yesterday morning it was announced that 
the Newport series had been abandoned for 
lack of entries and that the trials would be 
sailed today, tomorrow, and Wednesday. 

Tonight the regatta committee announces 
there will be no more racing. Commodore 
Bourne, after the meeting adjourned, said: 

“We selected the Relfance to defend the 
America cup because the yacht has shown 
that it is the best boat of the three. As lI 
understand it, the Columbia will be laid up 
at once and Constitution is to be held in re- 
serve. There will-be no more racing now 
until the America cup races.”

Danville, lll., July 27.—[{Special. }—With the 


investing militia force reduced to 100 men per- 
fect quiet has been restored at Danville. The 
citizens have set about the investigation of 
the outbreak with a view to a wholesale pros- 
ecution of the leaders of the mob which held 
sway here Saturday night and whose work 
| pesulted in the killing of two persons and 
the wounding of a score of others. 


Thirty members of the local bar associa- 


tion, Supreme Court Judge Jacob W. Wilkin 
presiding; today adopted resolutions deplor- 
ing the tragedy that has disgraced the city 
and urging that the lynchers immediately 
be brought to justice. At the same time 
Sheriff Whitlock has declared that he will 
be ready in a few days to swear out war- 
4 rants for the arrest of fifty citizens who were 
foremost in the storming of the county jail 
He has the names of thirty 
twenty belonging to the “ sore finger brig« 
ade,”’ who held the rail used as a battering 


at present, 


ram along which Sheriff! Whitlock fired a 


riot gun. 


The project, however, for an immediate 
and sweeping inquiry into the outrage is so 
obstructed by personal and political consid- 
erations that the community probably will 
kave to rely upon the determination of Sheni® 
Whitlock to bring the offenders to.justice. 


May Await Regular Jury. 

Circuit Judge M. W. Thompson says he has 
reached no decision regarding the advisabil- 
ity of calling a special grand-.jury, and he 
intimates that there is no necessity for such 
action, as the regular body is to convene in 
two months. State's Attorney J. W. Keesler 
makes the declaration that he must take 
further counsel before urging such a step. 

Mayor Beard’s, interest in the matter was 
evidenced by his absence from the city alj 
day at Vermilion river, where he is 
building a bridge. 

In contrast to these statements is one by 
Sheriff Whitlock, who, when interviewed to- 
day, said: 

** When I raised my hand to take the oath 
to serve as sheriff Imeantit. Somesay lam 
killed politically by stopping the mob. What 
do I care whether I am killed politically? If 
tried todomy duty, and would rather have the 
good opinion of a few good citizens than the 
backing of a thousand of the rabble. Idon't 
think there will be any more trouble, but ] 
promise to give a double dose the next time. 


Sheriff Will Furnish Names. 


“ About the lynchers I mean to do my duty , 
as I see it. I know the leaders. My duty 
is to have them arrested and held to the 
grand jury and I am going to doit. I shall 


swear out the warrants before five jJystices 


of the peace as soon as possible. The 
wounded will be arrested, the evidence being 
There are others whom I and 
othér reputable citizens, who stood by me, 
ean identify to the number of fifty. The 
charge will be rioting, the punishment for 
which is an indeterminate sentence in the 
pefiitentiary. 1 shall devote the remainder 
of the week to getting the evidence into 


shape.”’ 


Sheriff Whitlock two years ago was a cab 
driver and he sang himeelf into office as a 
member of the “ Hungry HoNer Glee club.” 
Now he is the ido] of the town. 


Excitement May Kill Woman. 

As a result of the excitement of the sterm- 
ing of the jail Saturday night, in which she 
took part, Mrs. Whitlock, wife of the sheriff, 
has been taken seriously ill, and now ts feared 


to be on the verge of death. Should the fll- 


ness prove fatal the whole blame will be laid 
to the rioters. The news of Mrs. Whitlock’s 
iliness has added to the determination to 
mete out prompt punishment to the members 


of the mob. 


Most of the terrorized negroes came back 
this morning from their fllght and returned 
peaceably to work. 

Companies A and B of the Seventh regiment 
marched to the train for Camp Lincoin this 
afternoon, leaving 100 men, under command 
of Lieut. Col. Clasby, to guard the city. 


Many Address Bar Meeting. 

The calling of the meeting of the Bar asso- 
ciation was ordered by Judges Wilkin and 
Thompson. Judge Wilkin, who told the ob- 
jects of the meeting. dwelt in an agtiated 
voice on the disgrace the lawless elements 
had brought upon the city. 

“| have heard it declared.” he said, * that 
Danville is a lawless community, end I was 
grieved to hear it. Weare the unfortunate 
possessors of a mixed population, composed 
largely of ignorant miners, who know little 
and care less about promoting the welfare 
and good reputation of the city. It is for us 
to say whether it shall go out over the stats 
that such an outrage aa a lynching can take 
place in Danville without the immediate and 
summary punishment of the offenders.” 

Action, Not Words, Wanted. 

The meeting was marked by many spirited 
verbal passages at arms. When I. A. Love 
sugcested that a massmeeting of citizens be 
called to discuss the means for prosecuting 
the mob leaders J. B. Mann replied: : . 

“*1t would be better if about 100 of you fei- 
lows would call a massmeeting at the jafi the 
next time a mob tries to lynch any negroes. 
What we want f¢ a massmeeting of reputable 
citizens who will stand ready to back the 
sheriff on the slightest emergency. Since we

SPAIN SENDS A MESSAGE. 


the Vatican for the Conclave

ROME, July 27.—At the meeting of the 
congregation today fifty-two cardinals were 
present, and all noticed the exceptionally 
cordial reception accorded to Cardinal Gib- 
bons, who was visibly touched by it. He 
thanked.all his colleagues and embraced 
Cardinal Satolli. The American cardinal has 
given no indication of his predilection in re- 
gard to the election of a new pope, and has 
refused to see any newspaper men. 

Cardinal Cirlaco Maria Sancha y Hervas, 
the archbishop of Toledo, delivered a short 
address to the cardinals in presenting the 
condolences of the royal family of Spain. 
The Spanish people remember with affection | 
‘the friendship of Leo XIII. for Spain and 
the help that country received during diffi- 
cult moments from the pontiff, who, being 
the godfather of King Alfonso, was consid- 
ered by all Spaniards a beloved father who 
watched their destiny. 

Cardinal Oreglia thanked the Spanish car- 
dinai in the name of the sacred college, mak- 
ing himeeif the interpreter of the gatisfac- 
tion which the cardinals felt over the senti- 
ments which he had expressed. 


Note to Powers Is Discussed. : 


The cardinals again discussed the ad- 
visability of sending a note to the powers 
regarding the condition of the holy see. 
Some of them insisted on the necessity of not 
allowing the occasion to pass without again 
protesting against the occupation of pon- 
tifical territory by Italy, thereby showing 
that the papacy is determined to maintain 
its claims unabated.

Cardinal Gibbons has appointed Father P. | 
C. Gavan as his conclavist, beside whom he 
will take only one servant into the conclave. 


Suite of Four Rooms for Each. 


Each of the cardinals, during the con- 
clave, will have a suite of apartments com- 
prising four rooms, made up of three bed- 
rooms, one for the cardinal, one for his 
conclavist, and the third for his servant. 
The fourth room will be used as a salon or 
dining room, according to class. 

Cardinal Oreglia read a letter from Car- 
dinal Langenieux, archbishop of Rheims, 
who, being ill, askd for apartments on the 
second floor, near the Sistine chapel, in order 
to avoid the stairs. A similar request, for a 
similar reason, was made by Cardinal Mo- 
cenni, bishop of Sabina. Both requests were 
granted. 

Several,.of the cardinals proposed, in view 
ot the extreme heat, to celebrate mass dur- 
ing the conclave tn the Pauline chapel early 
enough every morning to complete the morn- 
ing balloting in the Sistine chapel by 11 
o'clock. This proposition was agreed to. 
The cardinals may, however, if they desire, 
celebrate mass in their own cells, for which 
purpose small portable wood altars have 
teen constructed. 

Where American Is Located. 

When the lots for apartments were drawn 
Cardinal Gibbons drew No. 5, the modest 
apartment of Commendatore Puceginelli, the 
master of the house. It is a few steps up 
from the ground floor on the left of the noble 
staircase entering from the court of San 
Damosa. 

The bedroom of the cardinal is decorated 
with paper of an ordinary yellowish gray, 
and it contains a small black iron bed, a 
marble top dressing table, a small writing 
desk, an armchair, an iron clothes stand, a 
little, high, movable mirror framed in iron 
and wood, and a prie dieu at the side of the 
bed. Over the bed hangs a picture of a Ma- 
donna. Adjoining this is the room of the 
conclavist, which is smaller, with about the 
same furniture, except that the chairs are 


mirror and clothes pegs attached to the walls. 
A smaller room, with a camp bed, is for the 
use of the servant. 

The fourth room will be of little use, ag it 
is without a window. The apartment is 


warm, as it has a full southern exposure. 
The bedroom of the cardinal measures only 
fourteen feet by eleven. 


Much Work to Prepere Vatican. 


Before 1870 the conclaves were held in the 
quirinal palace, one long wing of which was 
always ready without any special prepara- 
tion. But in the case of the vatican, apart- 
ments of three or four rooms for each cardi- 
nal have to be prepared specially, and as 
there are sixty-four cardinals the amount 
of work involved is great, indeed. 

The section destined for the conclave will 
furnish commodious lodging for about 500 

rsons. 

The Bistine chapel) will be used for the meet- 
ings of the cardinals and the balloting. There 
will be erected a throne for each cardinal. 
Over the thrones will be baldacchinos, or 
canopies, attached to the wall behind. The 
moment a new pope is elected he will lower 
his baldacchino as a token of his new dignity, 
thus silently announced. 

The courtyard is quite unrecognizable. The 
long lines of glass windows of the Loggia 
Raphael have been painted up to a certain 
height, as a precaution, and shades have 
been put on every window, the. better.to in- 
sure secrecy. Assurances have been given 
that everything will be in readiness for Fri- 
day night, but there is much yet to be ac- 
complished.

EDWARD AND ALEXANDRA MADE 
WELCOME IN IRISH CITY. 


Thousands Assemble Along Streets 
Where They Pass—Statue to Memory 
of Queen Victoria Is Unveiled and

BELFAST, July 27.—Belfast was gorge- 
ously decorated today in honor of the visit 
of King Edward and Queen Alexandra, who 
arrived from the residence of the marquis 
of Londonderry, at Mount Stewart New- 
tonards, County Down, this morning. The 
streets were lined with 17,000 soldiers, sail- 
ors, and police. 

The lord mayor and corporation awaited 
their majesties at the railroad station, and 
presented them with an address. Upwards 
of fifty other addresses were presented on 
the same occasion. 

Highest Ambitions for Peace. . 

The king in reply said his highest ambition. 
was to follow in the footsteps of his mother 
and make the well being of his people, the 
prosperity of Ireland, and the maintenance 
of the peace of all nations his constant aim. 

The royal procession was then formed and 
traversed the streets to the city hall, where 
the king’ unveiled a statue erected in honor 
of Queen Victoria. 

After the unveiling their majesties lunched 
with the lord mayor and visited the agricult- 
ural show at Balmoral. Later they went to 
Bangor, where 1,400 children sang the na- 
tional anthem. The channel fleet saluted as 
their majesties embarked on the royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert, on which they will pro- 
ceed to Londonderry.

Odd Effect of Concussion of the Brain Ex- 
| plained in Mysterious Suicide 
of London Man...

teresting evidence bearing on the effects of 
concussion of the brain was heard at an in- 
quest today. It was the case in which a 


ble, was found last week in his room, shot 
through the head. It seemed he had gone out 
one afternoon cycling and had a bad fall. 
He returned home covered with mud, but it 
was not thought the accident was serious. 
Later he shot himself through the head with 
a revolver. 

The doctor who was called to attend the 
man in the course of his evidence before the 
coroner said that Noble had evidently been 
suffering from a concussion of the brain, due 
to the bicycle accident. Afterward, while 
engaged in cleaning and dressing himself in 
his room in a sort of dazed state, he found a 
revolver in a drawer, and the sight of it im- 
pelled him to use it. 

Another doctor who gave evidence on the 
peculiarity of the case expressed the belief 
that if Noble had not casually found the re- 
volver he would be alive now. Probably had 
any other person been present he would have 
turned the revolver upon him. The impulse 
to shoot was, in his opinion, merely an in- 
voluntary one. 

The doctor said there are conditions of the 
brain following a partial concussion when 
any object urges the sufferer to put it to im- 
mediate practical use.

RUSSIA’S TERMS | 
WITH JAPANESE. 
Alleged Treaty Negotiated by 


Kouropatkin at Tokio Is 
Published in Berlin. 


CHIEF AIM IS FOR PEACE. 


Report from Pekin That Ship- 
ments of Wheat to Mikado’s 
Empire Are Stopped. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, July 27.—What purports to be 
the text of the Russo-Japanese agreement 
which it is alleged was signed on the oc- 
casion of the visit to Tokio of Gen. Kour- 
opatkin, the Russian minister of war, last 
month, is Sublished here. 
The preamble declares that the parties are 
actuated bya desire to avold a conflict be- 
tween their political and commercial inter- 
ests in Manchuria and Corea, observe cordial 
relations in the future and also promote 
their own interests without prejudicing those 
of other nations. 

The agreement stipulates that Russia will 
effect with all possible speed the second 
phase of the evacuation of Manchuria, but 
she: will be allowed to maintain the policy 
of force to protect the Chinese eastern rail- 
way as well as the legal rights she acquired 
there, without, however, threatening the 
independence of China or prejudicing Japan- 
ese trade. 

Concedes Open Ports. 


Russia has no objection to opening Feng- 
tien, Yenkou, and Tatangkong to foreign 
trade and agrees that Japanese consulates 
may be established at those places. The sys- 
tem of administration in Manchuria will re- 
main unchanged, but the presegt legal lib- 
erty of intere&Sts of the Japanese will be re- 
spected and the immigration of Japanese into 
Manchuria within certain limits will not be 
hindered. 

Russia recognizes the development of Jap- 
anese influence in Corea, she acquiesces in 
Japan's obtaining a concession for the Seoul- 
Jigu railway, and the appointing of a Jap- 
anese as the first adviser to the Corean 
crown. She also recognizes the right of the 
Japanese to wood cutting privilege at Quel- 
part. The agreement is to be temporarily 
valid pending its final signature at St. Pe- 
tersburg by Count Lamsdorff, the Russian 


‘minister of foreign affairs, and M. Kurino, 


the Japanese minister to Russia. 


Grain for Japan Is Stopped. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PEKIN, July 27.—The Russian administra- 
tion of New Chwang has stopped the ex- 
portation of wheat to Japan. The export 
of grain from Chinese ports is {llegal, but 
the Russians heretofore have ignored the 
law. During the last week the Japanese 
obtained many shiploads from New Chwang, 
apparently preparing for war contingencies. 
Several ships were employed in bringing 
wheat from Shanghai and southern ports 
to New Chwang, where it was trans- 
shipped as a direct export. The prohibitory 
order was issued by the Russian officials 
last Thursday. 


Control Commerce on Liao. 


Gen. Kondradovitch has been placed in 
charge of six armed commercial boats and 
of the navigation of the Liao river, which is 
construed here as another sign of Russia's 
intention to retain New Chwang and the 
command of the river. Great numbers of 
Russian civilians and soldiers’ families, it 
is reported, are being brought to Manchuria, 
it is believed in pursuance of a compre- 
hensive plan to rapidly colonize the province. 
At the present rate there will be almost 100,- 
000 Russian civilians in Manchuria, includ- 
ing Port Arthur and Dalny, before the date 
fixed for the final evacuation next fall. 


Reformers Are Discouraged. 

The arrest of two reformers, one on a spuri- 
ous charge, the other as his accomplice, has 
alarmed all supporters of reform, and high 
Chinese who sympathize with the movement 
are uneasy. It is the evident purpose of the 
government to attempt to drive all reform 
newspaper out of the foreign concessions, 
and it has been trying unsuccessfully for 
three months to drive the native papers from 
the French concession at Tien Tsin. 


Hartwig Stirs London Press. 


LONDON, July 28, 3 a. m.—Besides an in- 
terview with the Japanese minister, repeat- 
ing the statements to the effect that Japan’s 
policy was to wait and watch the Russian 
developments in the east, all the dailies print 
the interview with Director Hartwig of the 
Asiatic department of the Russian foreign 
office. 

Comparisons are drawn between the peace- 
ful and dignified attitude of the Japanese 
officials and the “insulting, provocative 
character’’ of the remarks of the Russian 
director, whose statements are regarded as 
demanding a disavowal on the part of the 
Russian government. 

The Graphic says: ‘“ Unless he [the di- 
rector] is taken severely to task the situation 
will become exceedingly delicate, for Japan 
is not likely to sit quiet under the threat of 
annithilation.”’ 

The Chronicle thinks, stripped of grand- 
iloquent phraseology, that the director's 
statement, on the whole, makes for peace on 
the ground that he gives clear and solid as- 
surances about the proposed open ports. 


CREATING OF GERMS DOUBTED. 


French Scientists Deny Probability of 
Securing Life Out of Inanimate 
Substances.

PARIS, July 27.—A dispatch from Ander- 
son, Ind., which reported that Dr. LittJefleld 
bad succeeded in creating life in the form of 
animated substances resembling well de- 
veloped germs of life and trilobiles, has 
aroused attention in scientific circles. In- 
quiries are made at the Pasteur institute as 
to what was thought there of the reportel 
Giscovery. One of the doctors gave his views 
on the subject as follows: 

“The success of Dr. Littlefield’s experiment 
geems problematical and official confirmation 
must be awaited. It is thought here that a 
confirmation will not Be forthcoming. Tri- 
lobiles certainly were found during Dr. Lit- 
tiefield’s experiment, but those atoms could 
enly have come from an outside source. 
They either were attached to the walls of the 
tube or were present in the substances used 
in the experiment. | 

‘It formerly was believed that meatina 
state of putrefaction gave spontaneous birth 
to maggots, but Dr. Revi, in 1638, made some 
interesting experiments in this connection 
and showed that those maggots came from 
eges deposited by flies. Pasteur also dem- 
onstrated the origin of the infinitesima) 
germs in some conclusive experiments,”’

On a special train that ran faster than a 
mile a minute J. Hagerman Foster, a New 
York broker, raced after -the twentieth cen- 
tury limited and won at Toledo, having 
overcome a handicap of forty-five minutes.

The special ran the distance from Engle- 
wood to Toledo, 236% miles, in 231 minutes, 
a trifle less than fifty-nine seconds a mile.

Charles Dittman, 2123 Congress street, was 
standing over the body of his son, who for 


P the last twelve years had been as a stranger. 


That the son was a wayward youth there 
seems no doubt, but that the father was stern 
to the point of severity there also seems little 
question. 

William, the son, was 24 years old, and was 
drowned last Saturday while swimming at 
Santa Fé park, and a policeman was sent to 
notify his father, who disowned him years 

0. 

* Your son has been drowned,” said the 
policeman. ‘His body is at a! downtown 
undertaker’s.”’ 

The father stood as if dazed. 

** Well, I have digowned him. I haven’t seen 
‘him in years,’’ he answered, more to himself 
than to the policeman. ‘I can't do anything 
for him now. He has disgraced me ever since 
he was a boy.” 

Death Wipes Away Scores. 

Yesterday Dittman heard that the coroner 
was to hold an inquest over his son's body 
and he decided to attend. 

“T will go and find out what they have 
to say about him now that he is dead,”’ he 
said. “‘ Maybe he was not’so bad and maybe 
we made mistakes ourselves.”’ 

A verdict of accidental drowning was re- 
turned by the jury, and when the Inquest 
was closed Dittman gave orders that the 
body be given the best possible burial. 

“We will do all we can for him.”’ he ex- 
plained. “ When he was only 12 years old 
he began to go astray, and though he was 
kept at Feehanville for two years it was no 
use. He continued in the same path after 
being discharged from Feehanville and soon 
I heard he had been sent to the bridewell. 
When I saw nothing could be done for him. I 
told him to leave our house. But perhaps, 
yes perhaps, he was better than I thought 

Others Lose Their Lives. 

Another drowning had for its victim James 
De Mar of Chicago, who lost his life near 
Waukegan. While trying to recover a fish 
pole which he had dropped De Mar fell into 
Diamond Lake. Twenty or more fishermen 
who were within a short distance of the scene 
hurried to De Mar’s aid, but were unable to 
reach him. De Mar was unable to swim, al- 
though for several years he had spent the 
summer at Diamond Lake.

BRIBE CHARGE IS MADE. 


Said That Acensed Men: Took

Indictments the acceptance of 


charging 
bribes were voted by the grand jury yester-— 


day afternoon against five employés of the 
Chicago health department. The men in- 
dicted are connected with the department of 
plumbing inspection, and it is alleged the 
bribes were paid them by plumbers in con- 
sideration of being allowed to do faulty work ~ . 
in violation of the ordinances. 
While the amounts alleged to have been ~~ 
taken by the defendants are inconsequential, ~ 
it is declared that their neglect of duty has 
endangered the health of thousands of ten- 
ants in flat buildings throughapt the city. 
The allegation is made that thé system at 
which the indictments strike has been in 
vogue for six years, but the statute of limi- 
tation has barred all but cases which oc- 
curred within the last three years.

Currency Question Important.

_Iowa when the doctrine of Congressman 

Fowler comes up for indorsement. 
At the Illinois convention at Peoria last 
“year a resolution in favor of asset currency 
met with overwhelming defeat, most of the 
country bankers voting againstit. Although 
Congressman Fowler will be personally pres- 
ent this time, and hopes to prevent a similar 
backset, yet, judging from the sentiment ex- 
pressed around hotel lobbies this evening, it 
’ would seem as if he would be sure to have a 
hard time with his missionary work, and 


. that, while the country bankers will use their 


ears to hear, yet they will be hard of hearing, 


and not unduly agitated by references to the 


ominous rumbles from Wall street. 


_ Presidency to Go to George. 
“~~ President William George of the old Second 


National bank of Aurora tomorrow will be 


elected without opposition to the presidency 
of the Illinois State Bankers’ association to 
Andrew Russell of Jacksonville. 
Mr. George was the law partner of Senator 
Hopkins until five years ago. He is one of 
the closest of Senator Hopkins’ friends, and 
this fact, it is hinted this evening, will make 
the Illinois bankers more influential in con- 
“gress. Mr. George seems to express the ma- 
jority view of the arrivals so far.

KEENE AGREES TO QUIT. 


Interests Had Reached Truce 
with Big Operator. 


New. York, July 27.—[Special.}—Shortly 
after the opening of the stock market today 
the failure of the house of EB. 8. Hooley & Co, 
was announced, on the floor of the stock ex- 
change, and at noon the failure of a Boston 
member of the exchange, William Bassett, 
also was announced. 

The market, which opened nervously in 
expectation that something was going to 
happen, soon began to develop more strength 
than it had shown in many weeks, so when 
the second hour of business was fairly under 
way gains of two and three points had been 
registered for standard stocks. Not even 
the approach of delivery hour could material- 
ly subdue the showing of buoyancy, and 
when that hour had passed the market be- 
came still stronger and closed practically at 
the highest point of the day. The general 
belief that the worst was over and the re- 
sulting covering by shorts were the main 
causes for the strength of the market, but 
not a little was contributed thereto by the 
news, unofficial though it was, that in all 
probability both W. L. Stow & Co. and Talbot 
& Co. would pay their creditors in 


Hooley Failure Not a Surprise. 

The announcement of the failure of E. 8. 
Hooley & Co. was not unexpected. The two 
stocks which brought about the failure of 
the firm were Evansville and Terre Haute 
and Des Moines and Fort Dodge. The firm 
ct E. 8. Hooley & Co. was organized on June 
8U, 1892. It was composed of Edwin 8. Hoo- 
ley, Frank E. Brumley, the board member, 
and Norbort Heinsheimer. Before that time 
the firm was known as Rolston & Hooley, and 
_ previously as Rolston & Bass. The firm at 
‘one time did a large wire business with Chi- 
cago and Boston, Thomas W. Lawson of the 
latter city having had a special wire. 


Firms Had Common Interests. 


It is denied there is any close relation be- 
tween the firms of EB. 8. Hooley & Co. and 


the Evansville and Terre Haute, of which 
Hooley is president, and both firms are inter- 
ested in the syndicate which bought the Des 
Moines and Fort Dodge. 

Little information is forthcoming regarding 
the affairs of the two firms which failed on 
Friday. One of the creditors of the Taylor 
firm said that outside the indebtedness of 
James R. Keene, the unsecured debts 
amounted to less than $500,000. 

Keene Promised to Come Down. 

An unofficial and unauthenticated story 
went up and down Wall street to the effect 
that Keéne and members of his son-in-law’s 
firm had told men who were alleged to have 
been gunning for them that if they would 
stop shooting the Keene-Taylor outfit would 
come down. The story had it that interests 
which Keene has antagonized for several 
years had thereupon sounded a truce. Also 
it was said that one of the terms of the treaty 
of peace was that if the Keene-Taylor fight 
against the Harriman interests and South- 
ern Pacific be called off Harriman would se- 
cure the Keene Southern Pacific holdings 
at a fair price and one which should not rep- 
resent a great sacrifice on the part of Keene. 
This story Wall street is inclined to believe. 
It. is given here for what it is worth. 

A man who is close to Keene and who has 
been familiar with the Southern Pacific fight 
was aeked if it was true, as reported from

MAKE CHANGES IN TAXES, 


REVIEWERS DISPOSE OF LARGE 
VOLUME OF BUSINESS. 


Charles Netcher’s Personal Assessment 
‘Raised trem Nething to $76,000— 
Representative of Loan Company 
Says His Business Requires No Per- 
manent Capital — Expected That 


Real Estate Held by Charitable Or-~ 
ganizations Must Pay Rates. 


—— 


With cuts in valuations here and increases 
there. and adjustments of many tangled 
schedules, the board of review disposed of 
more business yesterday than on any previ- 
ous day of this session. 

Charles Netcher had his personal prop- 
erty raised from no assessment last year to 
$75.000, and the figures for the Boston store 
were increased by the same amount. The 
muddle in the taxes for branches of cigar 
and tobacco companies was cleared, and 
the valuations for the Seaverns elevators 
were centered in the Alton Grain company, 
assessed at $75,000. The assessors’ figures 
of $100,000 on the Seaverns Elevator company 
and of $150,000 on the Mabbetts Elevator 
company were removed. 

The trouble with the tobacco concerns was 
a question in what name the assessment 
should be spread. One branch was taxed 
in the name of the American Tobacco com- 
pany last year and the courts are trying to 
settle the claim that the property belonged 
to the American Cigar company. 


City Judgments Not Taxable. 

City judgments are not taxable in the 
opinion of Reviewer West, who advised 
Lamson Bros. that they need not*be assessed 
on investments of $61,000. 

It requires little money to run a loan com- 
pany, according to the managers of two of 
them. The City Mortgage Loan company 
representative said $300 was invested in his 
business, and the manager of the City Loan 
bank had no funds, as cash was loaned as 
fast as received. 


Winston in Fear of Notoriety. 

Bertram M. Winston admitted he thought 
the assessment of $35,000 against Winston & 
Co. last year was too high, but he had not 
complained because he feared notoriety. Mr. 
Winston was the democratic candidate for 
member of the board of review against Roy 
O. West, but withdrew before election. 

One ray of sunshine came from W. A. Cole- 
man of Hyde Park, who wrote that he was 
out of the city, but found that his personalty 
had been. valued at §600. He asked that it be 
raised to $1,000. Ald. Alling succeeded in 
persuading the reviewers to reduce F. D. 
Randall's assessment from $12,000 to $5,250. 

While the assessors maintain silence as to 
whether they are to follow the advice of their 
attorney, John C. Richberg, and tax real 
estate held by charitable organizations, it is 
expected they will do 60. Asked what action 
the reviewers would take, Mr. Upham said: 

‘*T believe it will be the disposition of our 
board to let the assessors’ figures go through.

Filled with 160,000 gallons the water tower 
of Morgan Park collapsed early yesterday 
morning, toppled from its elevation of ninety 
feet, and plunged through the roof of the 
building housing the water works and light- 
ing system of that suburb. The flood, seven 
feet deep, quenched the fires in the engine 
room and tied up the street lighting plant, 


| swept on down the steep decline and flooded 


the streets for a great distance. 
| Robert Baitee, the night engineer, had a 
narrow escape from death. A minute before 
the torrent struck the engine room, at 3:20 
o'clock, he went into an adjoining apartment. 
Had the water tower collapsed a few seconds 
sooner he would have been trapped at his 
post. 

‘The current circulated like a whirlpool,”’ 
said the engineer. ‘‘ Despite my struggles 
I was dragged into the vortex of the flood 
before the boilers. I was seized with fear 
that I should be carried into a furnage door. 
I struggled frantically and was singing in 
the whirlpool when I found myself in the 
open air. I had been borne out of the door 
by the flood."’ 

Nearly half the residents of the village 
were aroused and stood on the side view- 
ing the wreck. The water and electric light 
plants will be crippled for some time, but 
water is being obtained from artesian wells. 


PLANS CONNECTING LINKS 
IN LONG TROLLEY LINES. 


John Farson Explains Operations Which 
Will Furnish Through Routes to Chi- 
cago from Other Cities. 


If the plans which were made public by 
John Farson yesterday are carried out it will 
be possible within a year to ride from Chi- 
cago to Madison, Wis., over electric street 
car lines. The plan also contemplates a 
system of electric railways stretching across 
the state from Chicago to Dubuque, Ia., 
and from Chicago to Dixon, Ill. Farson, 
Leach & Co. are largely interested. 

Much of the systeni is already completed 
and in operation—the majority of the mile- 
age, in fact—and with the completion of the 
electric line between Rockford and Freeport, 
which is to be open for travel Oct. 1 of this 
year, it will only be necessary to fill up four 
gaps, aggregating in all about 150 miles. 

“The territory which these roads will tap 
is one of the richest in the west,” said Mr. 
Farson. ‘“ There are many large dairies 
and farms and the people are prosperous. 
Freight would, of course. be carried over the 
system, and it would give the farmers and 
dairymen an opportunity of getting their 
products to the Chicago market cheaply and 


quickly.”

as to personal injury suits, recommended by 
the Civic federation, City Attorney Smulski 
will ask for some city legislation. He be- 
lieves if he can establish a claim bureau 
which can handle these cases against the 
city as similar matters are cared for by 
large corporations he can effect a considera- 
ble saving.

Washington, D. C., July 27.—{ Special. ]—All 
obstacles to the opehing of Manchurian ports 
to the commerce of the world have been re- 
moved. Positive information to this effect 
having been received by the department of 
state, the commercia] treaty between the 
United States containing the provision for 
the opening of at least two Manchurian ports 
will be signed in a short time by the commis- 
sioners now conducting negotiations in 
China. An official of the state department 
today said: 

“The question of opening new localities to 
trade in Manchuria has been in substance 
satisfactorily arranged with the Chinese gov- 
ernment, and nothing remains to be settled 
but the question of the date when these lo- 
calities shall be opened. This naturally will 
be subsequent to the exchange of ratifications 
of the treaty in which the opening is agreed 
upon.”’ 

Chinese officials recently authorized the 
Statement that Russia was interposing ob- 
stacles in the way of opening Manchurian 
ports, and some of the officials here were of 
the opinion these statements were true. This 
statement attracted considerable attention 
at the time, and consequently there was 
much surprise when Secretary Hay a short 
time ago announced that he had a written 
agreement with Russia in which that govern- 
ment consented to the opening of two Man- 
churian ports, probably Mukden and Ta- 
tung-kau. Some little time will elapse before 
the ports are opened, as it will be necessary 
for the senate to approve the treaty before 
ratifications can be exchanged. 


During the three months ending with 
March last 300 persons were killed and 2,834 
injured in train accidents. Other kinds of 
accidents, including those sustained by em- 
ployés while at work, and by passengers in 
getting on and off the cars, bring the total 
number of casualties up to 827 killed and 
11,481 Injured. In one collision twenty-two 
passengers were killed and in a collision of 
two freight trains twelve employés were 
killed. The total number of collisions and 
derailments was 2,831, of which 1,650 were 
collisions and 1,181 derailments. There were 
291 collisions and 125 derailments affecting 
passenger trains. The damage to cars, en- 
gines, and roadway by these accidents 
amounted to $2,491,046. 

Naval officers are much gratified over the 
performance of the Kearsarge. Rear Ad- 
miral Melville, at whose suggestion the trans- 
Atlantic run was made, expressed himself 
as pleased over the vessel's performance, 
which, he said, demonstrated that American 
| battleships were able to make long runs at 
good speed without detriment to their bofl- 
ers and machinery. Rear Admiral Taylor, 
chief of the bureau of navigation, said: 

“Tf we consider this trip in comparison 
with the performances of the protected or 
armored cruisers or the ocean greyhounds it 
does not seem remarkable. But when we 
consider the Kearsarge is a heavy battle- 
ship, loaded with armor and armament, and 
not intended to make a high rate of speed, the 
performance is remarkable, more so from 
the fact that at the end of the run the Kear- 
sarge was ready for any service and could 
cross the ocean again after coaling. At the 
end of the trip, also. ft had enough coal left for 
several days of steaming at the rate main- 
tained across the Atlantic and for more time 
than that of fighting.” 

The best long distance record run ever 
made heretofore by a veseel of the United 
Siates navy built for war eervice was that of 
the Columbia, which crossed from South- 
ampton to New York in 1895 in less than 
seven days, the distance of the run being 
8.690 miles and the average hourly speed 
maintained being 18.41 knots. Columbia, 
however, is a cruiser built for speed and not 
for fighting qualities. The ship was com- 
momy known as a “commerce destroyer.”’ 
and was designed to be able to overtake the 
fastest merchant ehips of foreign nations. It 
is unfair, therefore, to compare the record of 
Columbia with that of the Kearearge.

PERSONAL INJURY SUITS. 


The Civic federation says there are now 
peuding personal injury suits against the 
city which may cost it between four and a 
half and five million dollars, while they 
ought not to cost it more than a million and 
a half. The federation says also the num- 
ber of personal injury suits is increasing 
and that they menace the city with bank- 
ruptcy. 

This is not the first time that public atten- 
tion has been called to the drain upon the 
resources of the municipality occasioned by 
personal injury claims. City attorneys have 
made reports on the subject. The newspa- 
have written about it for many years, 


mend yet nothing has beendone. Thecity au- 
= ‘thorities have made no earnest and persist- 


ent effort to stop the leak in the treasury. 
That is surprising, because they are con- 
‘tinually complaining of a lack of money. 
The business men, the property owners 
have been complaining of the failure of the 
city to perform its functions properly, but 
only a few of them have noticed that money 
which ought to go to the fire department or 
some other department was being used to 
pay the claims—frequently dishonest—of 
men who alleged they had been injured by 
reason of defective sidewalks or streets. 
Efforte were made at the last two ses- 
sions of the legislature to secure the pas- 
sage of bills requiring men who have been 
injured to notify the city within days, and 
limiting to a year the time for bringing suit, 
The city would have been greatly aiked had 
the measures passed. When an accident 
happens on a street railroad the conductor 
at once gets all the evidence. The city has 
no egent at hand when a man breaks his 
leg in a hole in a sidewalk. Often nothing 
is heard of the accident for months, and 
when suit is bronght the city has no evi- 
dence and can get none. The municipal 


_ authorities did not work forthe bills in ques- 


tion, though more deserving of their assist- 
ance than some measures they did favor, 
and the men who profit by personal injury 
litigation defeated bills which would have 
hurt their trade.

NO TRACKS ON MICHIGAN AVENUE. 
The Union Traction company has two 
unused tracks on Michigan avenue, be- 
tween Adams and Washington streets. The 
City railway company has.one track be- 
tween Madison and Randolph which is 
constantly in use, for it is part of the loop 
for the Wabash avenue line. 

The ordinance granting the Chicago 
Passenger railway, which came under the 
coutrol of the West Side company some 
years ago, the right to lay down tracks in 
Michigan avenue was. adopted in 1886. 
The most imaginative lawyer in the employ 
of the Union Traction company does not 
pretend that the ninety-nine year law ap- 
plies to grants made to the Chicago Pas- 
senger railway. He will admit that with- 
in three years its rights in Adams, Wash- 
ington, Michigau avenue, and other thor- 
oughfares will expire. The council cer- 
tainly will not renew them as regards Mich- 
igan avenue, and if an agreement be made 
in the near future with the Union Trac- 
tion company it will provide for the im- 
mediate removal of the unused tracks on 
that street. There ought to have been 
an emphatic demand for their removal 
long ago. 

The officers of the City railway com- 
pany will contend that they cannot do busi- 
ness without a track on Michigan avenue. 
They will talk in that way, although it 
cannot be denied that the road will be able 
to work to better advantage when the 
cables have been replaced by electricity. 
Whatever may be the arguments advanced 
for the retention of the track on Michigan 
avenue the council should insist on its re- 
moval. It is not necessary for the com- 
pany to run its cars on the street, while it 
is necessary for the people to have one.un- 
obstructed thoroughfare connecting the 
north and south divisions. 

Nearly all the streets in the business 

district have been handed over to the trac- 
tion companies. Jackson boulevard is “a 
brand snatched from the burning.” Had 
the unsuccessful demand for its devotion 
to traction uses been made a little earlier 
than it was it would have been granted, 
and there would be no free street uniting 
the south and west divisions. It was a 
narrow escape. 
The usefulness of Jackson boulevard is 
admitted. No one would consent now to 
its surrender to a traction company. 
Michigan boulevard, when secured, as it 
must be, will be equally useful. The first 
step to be taken towards making the ave- 
nue what it ought to be is the removal of 
the car tracks. It is nonsense to say that 
the City railway company coeds give 
good service without a track on Michigan , 
avenue. Its engineers are smart enough 
to arrange loop systems which will leave 
that thoroughfare intact, and yet permit’ 
the company to move its cars in the down 
town district with ease and speed. 

On this point of the removal of tracks 
from Michigan avénue the council must be 
inflexible. The avenue is to be the great 
north and south boulevard of the future. 


THE GOVERNMENT PRINTING OFFICE. 

Assistant Foreman Miller, who has been 
put back in the government printing office, 
says he was unpopular with the bookbind- 
ers because he put the interests of the 
goverpment before those of the union. He. 
says the postoffice department asked for 
samples of a less expensive kind of bind- 
ing for certain books, and he furnished 
them. The cheaper binding meant less 
work for the bookbinders, and Miller was 
taken to task by the union for action inim- 
ical to its welfare. Miller gave informa- 
tion to two members of the house of rep- 
resentatives as to the cost of producing 
work in the printing office and asserts that 
the union deemed this an unfriendly act, 
and that it was the real cause of his ex- 
pulsion. He says also that the bookbind- 
ers’ union has an “ arbitration committee ” 
which fixes or restricts the amount of work 
a man shall do in a day. In Miller’s opin- 
ion the men were required to do too little, 
One of the charges preferred against him by 
the union was that he ordered men to do 
fourteen books a day, “ knowing they were 
instructed by the union not to exceed ten 
books, thereby injuring the interests of 
your fellow members.” 

His statement is that of a party to a 
dispute, and it may not be altogether ac- 
eurate. There may have been other causes 
of offense than those mentioned by him.

DEOW NING ACCIDENTS. 

On Sunday last six person were 
drowned in Chicago, or its immediate vicin- 
ity, and as many more were rescued with 
extreme difficulty, at the risk of others’ 
lives. They have been spared, perhaps, to 
drown some other day if they persist in 
taking chances in the water without know- 
ing how to swim. Drowning is the most 
fatal of all disasters in this country. 
While during this year to date 623 persons 
have lost their lives by fire, 350 by ex- 
plosion, 492 by mine accidents, 340 by 
cyclones and storms, 77 by lightning, and 
78 by live electric wires, no less than 
1,066 have been drowned, and this though 
the season in which the largest number of 
drownings occur includes only about two- 
thirds of the year and the means for obvi- 
ating or lessening the danger of drowning 
are easy to obtain. The great majority of 
cases of drowning might be prevented. It 
is not so easy to guard against other 
fatalities. Some of them cannot be fore- 
seen and come with a snddenness no 
amount of precaution can prevent. 

The simple way to remove the danger of 
drowning is to learn how to swim. The 
easiest way for adults to save themselves 
from drowning in Lake Michigan is to 
keep ont of it, whether they can swim or 
not, and patronize a natatorium or a bath 
tub. The water is too cold for grown ups. 
The number of persons, particularly of 
children, who do not know how to swim is 
extraordinary. This is particularly true in 
inland localities, especially those remote 
from lakes, ponds, and “swimming 
holes.” On the sea coast every boy swims 
like a fish and you can’t drown him ex- 
cept ander abnormal! circumstances. It is 
no less extraordivary that those not know- 
ing how to swim will venture where 
drowning is possible, if not probable, and 
‘then drown with hundreds, and in Lincoln

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


Copyright: 1903; By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 
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RINCESS CLOTHILDB BONA- 
PARTE’S presence in Paris in connec- 
tion with the grave illness of her aged 
sister-in-law, Princess Mathilde, serves 
to recall not merely the fact that it is 

her first visit to the French capital since 
the overthrow of the Napoleonic empire in 
1870 but likewise the characteristic manner 
in which she quitted the metropolis on that 
occasion. 

On that fateful Sept. 4, when, after the 
battle of Sedan, the republic was proclaimed 
at Paris, Empress Eugénie fled in disguise 
and owed her escape to two foreign diplo- 
mats—Prince Metternich and Count Nigra— 
and to the American dentist, Thomas Evans, 
at whose house she remained concealed until 
she could make her way secretly to the sea 
coast, where she embarked for England. 

On that same day Princess Clothilde, ordi- 
narily. the most simple and unobtrusive of 
women, caused her open state carriage to 
be brought to the principal entrance of her 
residence at the Palais Royal, and drove 
slowly and publicly to the Lyons railroad 
terminus, at the other end of Paris, greeted 
everywhere and even in the most revolution- 
ary quarters of the then so turbulent and 
excited city with the utmost demonstrations 
of regard and respect, the heads of well 
dressed and poorly garbed men alike beirig 
bared as she rode by in her open carriage. 
For the people could not forget that through- 
out the empire she had been its one—almost 
its only—respectable feature—the sole mem- 
ber of the reigning family who showed by her 
conduct that she had at heart the dignity of 
the name of France, and who, by her bound- 
less yet unobtrusive charity and piety, had 
endeavored to atone in the eyes of the people 
for her imperial rank. 

Effecting a friendly separation from her 
gifted but profligate husband, who visited 
her once a year afterwards, and whom she 
nursed through his last illness at Rome, she 
has led ever since 1870 the life of a Sister of 
Mercy in the habiliments of a nun at her 
castle of Montecaliert, near Turin, which she 
has converted into a hospital and into a 
foundling asylum, devoting her existence to 
its inmates, and venerated from one end of 
Europe to the other as a saint. 


The news that the czar and czarina of Rus- 
sia are about to pay a visit to the old king 
of Denmark early in September will be re- 
ceived with satisfaction not only in Russia 
but also abroad. For at Copenhagen the em- 
peror has an opportunity of becoming ac- 
quainted with foreign sentiment with regard 
to the Russian empire, information concern- 
ing which there is every reason to believe 
is in a measure kept from him when in his 
own dominions. 

Whereas, at one moment Senator Plehve, 
the minister of the interior, stood particu- 
larly high tn the good graces of the dowager 
ezarina, she has now become one of his 
principal opponents, the change of her senti- 
ments with regard to him being rightly as- 
cribed to all that she has heard on the oc- 
casion of her last two stays at Copenhagen 
concerning the condition of affairs in Fin- 
land, for which Senator Plehve is justly held 
responsible, since in addition to his position 
of minister of the interior he retains that 
of secretary of state for the grand duchy of 
Finland. 

From Denmark I learn on the most unim- 
peachable authority that when there last 
spring the widowed czarina was with the 
utmost difficulty dissuaded from paying a 
visit to Helsingfors on board her yacht for 
the purpose of publicly expressing her dis- 
approval of the policy of Senator Plehve 
with regard to the grand duchy. Had the em- 
press visited Helsingfors, Governor General 
Bobrikoff would, of course, have been obliged 
to come on board the yacht to pay his re- 
spects, and it was, I am assured, her avowed 
intention to refuse to receive him. It was 
only In deference to the urgent entreaties 
of the emperor that his mother abandoned 
her project. But her sentiments are well 
known in court circles at Copenhagen and 
at St. Petersburg, and it is generally believed 
that the position of the minister of the in- 
terior, already seriously undermined by the 
constant opposition of Count Witte, the min- 
ister of finance, will, after the czar's ap- 
proaching visit to Copenhagen, be so com- 
pletely destroyed as to render the appoint- 
ment’ of a successor necessary. ' 

If the czar, who, as I have invariably point- 
ed out in these columns, is a sovereign of the 
most generous instincts and humanitarian 
impulses, is so apparently slow to take ac- 
tion with regard to Senator de Plehve, it is 
because he entertains a regard for the latter 
as a man of the most sturdy integrity, hon- 
esty of purpose, and strength of character, 
who in moments of crisis, notably at the time 
of the assassination of Alexander II., and 
again during the reign of Alexander LII., has 
rendered valuable service alike to the crown 


and the nation. Men of his stamp are rare | 


in every country, especially so in Russia, 
where, owing to the conditions of govern- 
ment during the last 200 years, there ie per- 
haps less individual independence than else- 
where. 

Such men—among whom the narrow mind- 
ed and fanatic M. Pobyedonostof, so long 
procurator general of the holy synod, may 
be numbered—exact respect, esteem, and ad- 
miration, even if their policy may not com- 
mand entire approval, and that is why Em- 
peror Nicholas, who prizes honesty above 
every other quality, has displayed a certain 
other unaccountable reluctance about dis- 
missing Senator Plehve from the post of 
minister of the interior-and of secretary of 
state for the grand duchy of Finland. | 


With regard to the ex-Countess Russell 
and her coachman husband, whom she mar- 
rie? in the belfef that he was an Austrian 
prince, I would point out in reply to a corre- 
spondent at Chicago that the assumption of 
a.false name by the bridegroom or the bride 
at the celebration of their marriage does not 
ipso facto invalidate that union, although it 
constitutes a ground on which a dissolution 
of the marriage may subsequently be ob- 
tained from the divorce court. Since the 
last seventy years, however, any false state- 
ment entered in a register of marriage in 
England is Hable to punishment as perjury, 
providing, of course, the false statement be 
made willfully and intentionally. 

Thus in 1850 the twenty-second Lord Dun- 
boyne, an Irish peer, was indicted in the 
Court of Queen’e Bench in London for hav- 
ing on his marriage in 1843, at St. George's 
church, Hanover square, London, falsely de- 
clared that he was a widower and his bride a 
widow, whereas they had been previously 
married in 1842 at the Paddington parish 
church, and could therefore no longer be so 
described. The second marriage seems to 
have been resorted to by Lord Dunboyne in 
consequence of his discovery of some infor- 
mality in the cage of the ceremony in 1842. 

Lord Dunboyne was acquitted, Lord Camp- 
bell, the presiding judge, pointing out that 
the famous lord high chancellor, Lord Eldon, 
had done precisely the same thing, but that 
inasmuch as it had not been done for the 
purpose of fraud, there was no reason for 
inflicting any penalty. 

Should the ex-countess of Russell have any 
property to leave on her death, her coach- 
man husband would, however, experience 
difficulty in securing possession thereof. For, 
according to law, if a marriage is had by false 
declaration, the offender can be deprived of 
all interest in property accruing to him un- 
der the

PRESIDENT POSTAL AND OTHER 
STOCKHOLDERS ARE AT OUTS. 


Manager Loftus Sides with the Minor- 
ity Holders and the Detroit Man May 
Dispose of His Holdings in the Clab 
—Trouble Has Been Gradually Brew- 
ing for Some Time and Charges of 
Bad Faith Have Beeen Made—Team 
May Change Owners Soon. 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—[Special. = 
President Fred Postal has placed his Wash- 
ington baseball stock on the market and 
there is likely to be a change in the owner- 
ship of the club. There is much dissatis- 
faction here because of the poor showing of 
the team, and there has been a tremendous 
falling off in the attendance and receipts. 

A few days ago a representative of Presi- 
dent Postal—Mr. Aloor of Detroit—was in 
the city to submit a proposition to the local 
sharehokMers. Mr. Postal wants to be re- 
lieved of his holdings in this club, partly be- 
cause he wishes to identify himself with the 
Detroit club and partly because he is held 
in an unfavorable light by the Washington 
contingent. Mr. Postal spent a couple of 
weeks in Washington last February trying 
to dispose of his holdings, but there were 
stumbling biocks in the way and these were 
not removed to admit of a change. At that 
time President Postal and three of the Wash- 
ington minority shareholders were working 
together, apparently, and while a portion of 
the stock could be sold, it was found others 
could not be taken care of. The matter was 
dropped, and President Poetal told his friends 
he would not then dispose of his stock and 
that all deals looking to that end were off. 
Later the minority holders learned that 
President Postal telegraphed from Buffalo, 
on his way home, to the club's attorney here, 
Milton J. Lambert, to sell his share of the 
cdlub. This was regarded as evidence of bad 
faith by the shareholders here. 

When the Washingtons opened the season 
at New York, President Postal and most of 
the stockholders were present.

“Wheat Active and Higher, 
with Another Decrease in the Visi- 
ble Supply — Position of July Oats 
Shorts More Comfortable. 


Corn was the pivotal market around which 
everything on the board of trade revolved. 
‘The opening was nervous and unsettled—al- 
most wild—with prices covering a range of 
%c in different parts of the pit. Initial trans- 
actions in the September were from 52%4c to 
52%c. The first quotation was the lowest of 
the day. May ranged at the opening from 
to S2%c, and at no time fel] under 52%c. 

Before the close the September reached 53c 
and the May 53%c. These outside prices were 
not sustained within %@%c, owing to enor- 
mous realizing sales on the part of the Bart- 
lett-Frasier-Carrington house, through 
whieh the Patten and other long lines of 
corn were liquidated. The advance to 53%c 
on the May was largely brought about by 
Armour covering short sales. 

All through the session the market was 
unusually active, with advances brought 
about much more readily than declines were 
established. 

The visible decrease of 308,000 bu was a 
moderately bullish factor, comparing as it 
did with an increase the previous week of 
171,000 bu, and an increase last year of 983,- 
000 bu. The total! stands at 7,311,000 bu, as 
against 7,546,000 bu last year. Primary re- 
ceipts were 355,000 bu, as against 482,200 bua 
' year ago. Local stocks, 3,458,000 bu, show 
a decrease for the week of 226,000 bu. World’s 
shipments were not particularly significant, 
5,499,000 bu, as against 5,279,000 bu a week 
ago and 4,296,000 bu last year, Corn on pas- 
sage, now 15,077,000 bu, showed an increase 
of 961,000 bu, as against a decrease last year 
of 928,000 bu. 


All Corn Talk Bullish. 


There is a continued monotony in the ad- 
vices on crop conditions in the various parts 
of the western belt. Messages reporting 
any improvement in the outlook are few and 
far between. In southern Kansas corn is 
said to be showing the effect of a full week 
of approximately 100 degrees. The Orange 
Judd Farmer says that so far in July the 
progress has only been normal; no catching 
up and the crop still three weeks late. This 
showing, it is claimed, does not promise over 
@ 2,000,000,000 bu crop, about 500,000,000 bu 
less than last year’s yield. Cornin the south- 
ern part of Illinois is reported as firing, and 
along the line of the Rock Island ,.road in 
Kansas so uneven that it varies from 8 inches 
to 8 feet jn height. Combined, the condi- 
tions are such as to make practically but one 
side to the market. 


Wheat Makes an Advance. 
Statistical and meteorological conditions 
contributed -to a bullish wheat market, the 
price advancing about ic, and closing strong 
at about top figures for the day. Rains in 
sections of the winter wheat country where 
moisture was needed amounted to little or 
nothing, and reports of indifferent yield and 
from a variety of causes came in 
thick and fast. The talk was of blight in 
South Dakota as a result of heat, and Kan- 
sas and Nebraska reports were all bullish. 
The visible supply was about as great a 
surprise and as bullish an argument as came 
up during the day. The decrease shown was 
117,000 bu, which compared with an increase 
of this time last year of 1,176,000 bu. While 
it is a fact that the decrease last week—1,244,- 
000 bu-—exceeded the increase of a year ago, 
the comparison was generally with last 
year’s figures. This made a.showing alto- 
gether in favor of holders and put them in 
to claim that wheat stocks, which 
should logically increase at this time of year, 
are showing much less than the normal ap- 
preciation. Only twice in the last fourteen 
“years have wheat stocks been smalier than 
' gt the present time, the supply now not being 
much more than 50 per cent of last year’s 
showing. The figures are 12,950,000 bu and 
21,591,000 bu respectively. 


No Increase in Primaries. 


Primary figures did not argue much in the 
way of increasing these rapidly diminishing 
supplies. All points reported 696,700 bu, as 
against 1,598200 bu a year ago. The three 
principal markets had 276 cars, as against 
BOS cars a week ago and 647 cars last year. 
The local inepection was 89 cars, with 145 
estimated today. World's shipments were 
slightly smaller than last week, but exceeded 
the figures of a year ago. All countries 
moved 7,286,000 bu, as compared with 10,325,- 
000 bu last week and 6,941,000 bu last year. 
The American proportion, 2,782,000 bu, com- 
pared with 3,653,000 bu the previous week. 
Argentina was the only country showing an 
increage as compared with a week ago, and 
this was only about 100,000 bu. In wheat 
on passage, 27,984,000 bu, there was a de- 
crease of 656,000 bu, as against a decrease 
the corresponding week last year of 1,766,- 
000 bu. 

In @ general way outside markets were 
something of a help to the loca! pit. Moder- 
ately higher prices were reported at nearly 
all points, and the demand for cash wheat 
at tee miling centers was reported generally 
good. Liverpool was %@%d higher, with 
‘Paris unchanged to %c up. Pit trade was in 
much larger volume, with about all the local 
bull contingent on the buying side. Selling, 
as on several days past, was confined, to 
profit taking. Exporters took 14 loads. . 


Shorts in Oats Favored. 


Oats sympathized more or less strongly 
with corn, the September advancing ‘«c to 
\%c and the May %c to %c. The July, how- 
ever, was an entirely different proposition. 
This delivery opened at 4144c and on an ex- 
tremely moderate trade declined to 38\c, re- 
covering to a close at 39%c, a loss of 1c as 
compared with Saturday. The demand from 
July shorts was not at all pressing, the in- 
spection and estimate were considerably 
larger, and private houses turned out the 
enormous quantity of 104 cars of standard. 
Local stocks showed an increase for the 
week of 658,000 bu, while the visible increased 
730,000 bu as compared with an increase a 
week ago of 145,000 bu. Offerings of the 
July were on a much larger scale. There

ADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. | 


On only two occasions in the last four years 
at the end of July has the visible supply of 
wheat been assmallasitisnow. These were 
in 1898, when on Aug. 1 there was but 9,098,- 
000 bu In sight, and again in 1889 when the 
supply fell off to 12,688,000 bu. By Aug. 20, 
1898, it had fallen to 5,850,000 bu, the smallest 
figures on record, after being up to 38,865,000 
at the beginning of the year. From that 
time there was quite a steady decrease until 
the latter part of August, when it began pick- 
ing up, the year closing with a supply of 
26,900,000 bu. But the total spring and win- 
ter crop of 1898 was only 675,149,000 bu. The 
small record on wheat yield, however, was in 
1893, when: but 396,132,000 bu of spring and 
winter were reported. On Aug. 1of that year 
the visible stood at 59,489,000 bu. The largest 
visible of recent years was 69,893,000 bu on 
Jan. 4, 1896, although the crop that year was 
but 427,684,000 bu. First of August supplies 
for a number of years follow: 1902, 21,972,- 
000; 1901, 380,369,000; 1900, 47,594,000; 1899, 
37,166,000; 1898, 9,098,000; 1897, 17,814,000; 
1896, 46,752,000; 1895, 88,512,000; 1894, 60,103,- 
000; 1893, 59,439,000; 1892, 23,992,000; 1891, 
16,768,000; 1890, 18,468,000; 1889, 12,688,000, 
Records for a dozen years past show the max- 
imum stocks in January, the building up 
process beginning about this time of year. 
Thus last year at this time there was an in- 
crease of 1,176,000 bu, as compared with the 
small decrease of 117,000 bu yesterday. The 
largest stock last year was on Jan. 4, 58,929,- 


19,122,000 bu. The previous year began with 
a supply. of 61,845,000 bu, and by July 20 had 
fallen to 27,681,000 bu. Maximum and mini- 
mum stocks in other years were: 1900, Dec. 
22, 61,473,000 bu; June 16, 14,176,000 bu; 1899, 
Dec. 23, 58,878,000 bu; May 27, 24,192,000 bu; 
1898, Jan. 8, 38,868,000 bu; Aug. 20, 5,850,000 
bu; 1807, Jan. 2, 54,651,000 bu; July 17, 15,324, - 
000 bu; 1896, Jan. 2, 69,893,000 bu; Aug. 22, 
45,270,000 bu; 1895, Jan. 5, 89,876,000 bu; Aug. 
24, 35,068,000 bu. The wheat bulls claim, on 
a basis of these figures, a strong statistical 
position for wheat. As shown, it is the sea- 
son of the year when wheat supplies general- 
ly begin to pick up, but this year promises to 
be an exception to the rule, primary receipts 
for a long time past having been running 
about one-half as large asa yearago. The 
claim is that farmers are holding new wheat 
for the higher prices they believe will prevail . 
later. From all accounts they are in better 
financial position to do so than for a number 
of years past. Another bull argument fre- 
quently used is that wheat consumption has 
increased to 5% bu per capita, and that ex- 
port requirements, owing to the generally 
unfavorable condition of foreign crops, are 
likely to be larger than in recent years. 


James Hayden, a crop expert of many 
years’ experience, who has spent a week 
traveling through central and southwestern 
Illinois examining the corn crop for Creigh- 
ton, says: “‘ Corn is more uneven and back- 
ward and the output of the crop more in 
doubt in Illinois at the close of July than 
for the corresponding time for forty years. 
After traveling six days by team and rail I 
should say about one-third of the crop that 
was planted early in the fall plowed land 
promises three-fourths of-an average yield. 
Another one-third is 20 to 86 inches high; 
fair stand, good healthy color, 8 to 4 weeks 
later, some of it tasseling out, but with warm 
weather and a late fall might make it little 
better than one-half crop. Remaining one- 
third will make fodder or at best nubbins. 
All spring plowed land is still in a clodded 
condition, and requires frequent rains to 
nourish the plant.”’ 


‘A Terre Haute correspondent wires Bart- 
lett-Frazier-Carrington: ‘‘Our opinion is 
that the corn crop is going back every day, 


and we are inclined to think that the yield 
of oats is going to be light. We think 
the movement of both corn and wheat is go- 
ing to continue extremely light In our terri- 
tory, as they have not much wheat to sell, 
and we do not think that the farmers will 
sell much of the corn they have on hand 
as long as the growing crop is in such poor 
condition. We are inclined to think the 
chances are much against any improvement 
in condition of the corn crop, as it is getting 
pretty late in the season.”’ 

Figures of worki’s shipments of wheat for 
the week gave the first encouragement in 
some time to those who have been main- 
taining that offerings from other countries 
could not be kept up on the recent liberal 
scale. There was a falling off in the Russian 
and Danubian and Indian offerings, and the 
total from all sources, 7,286,000 bu, showed 
a drop of over 3,000,000 bu from the previous 
week. But it was still 300,000 bu in excess 
of shipments for the corresponding week 
last year, while the clearances from this 
country were smaller by 1,200,000 bu. 

Snow says of corn: “ So far during July 
the progress has been only normal. 


has been no catching up. The crop is still 


three weeks late, and not over 2,000,000,000 
bu crop is promised. Five hundred million bu

noons and other obstacles to a smooth trans- 
action of Dusiness. 

A good deal of May corn was bought dur- 
ing the session on which Armour’s name was 
given up at the close, the total possibly 
1,500,000 bu or more. The local trade was in- 
cli to think the last of the big shorts had 
come in, which accounted for the slightly 
easier feeling on the curb. : 

‘A short stalk does not necessarily mean 
a short crop of corn,”’ says H. B. Slaughter. 
‘‘Farmers will tell you that a short, thick 
stalk promises a good yield.”’ 

The first transaction of the season in May 
pork was made yesterday at $13.00.

Movement of Currency. 

The movement of currency to New York 
this season from the interior has been unusu- 
ally large.
